PREFACE. 



In the fall of 1901 I became interested in the Old French 
Roman d'Aventure known as the Roman de la Violette, by Ger- 
bert de Montreuil, and, at the suggestion of Associate Professor 
E. C. Armstrong of the Romance Department in Johns Hopkins 
University, I determined to make a study of this poem. 

The Roman de la Violette had already appeared in a limited 
edition of two hundred copies, edited by Francisque Michel in 
1834.^ At that time, however, the editor was able to control 
only two of the four extant MSS. and the imperfectly developed 
science of Romance text-editing rendered impossible a critical 
edition in the modern sense of the term. Thinking, therefore, 
that the Violette, important from both a linguistic and a literary 
point of view, merited a more detailed treatment than that given 
by Michel, I decided to make a careful study of the poem, based 
on photographic reproductions of all the mss., with a view to pub- 
lishing ultimately a critical edition. 

Of the four MSS. of the Violette two are in the Bibliothèque 
Nationale of Paris, one is in the Imperial Library of Saint Peters- 
burg, and one is in the private library of Mr. J. E. Kerr of New 
York. 

Through the generous courtesy of Mr. Kerr, to whom I am 
especially indebted for his kindness in placing the MS. at my dis- 
posal, I was able to photograph his entire MS. in the spring of 
1902. I had already, before this, obtained permission from the 
authorities of the Bibliothèque Nationale in Paris and of the Im- 
perial Library in Saint Petersburg to photograph the MSS. of the 
Violette preserved in those libraries. I therefore went to Saint 
Petersburg in May, 1902, and, through the courtesy of the Libra-

rian of the Imperial Library, I was permitted at once to photograph 
the MS. of the Violeite. There remained the two mss. in the Biblio- 
thèque Nationale and these I photographed later, in the summer 
of 1902. 

In the fall of that year I returned to America and began a 
comparative study of the mss. with a view to establishing their 
relationship, at the same time I also began a study of the rime- 
words in order to determine the original dialect of the poem. My 
intention is that these studies shall form a partial introduction to 
a critical edition of the Violette, and it is this work that I submit 
to the Board of University Studies as a Dissertation in conformity 
with the requirements for the degree of Doctor of Philosophy. 

I herewith submit to the Board of University Studies a part of 
my Dissertation in print ; it has not seemed advisable to offer at 
present more of this monograph, since I hope to publish the com- 
plete edition of the Violeite at an early date.

THE MANUSCRIPTS. 



I. DESCEIPTION. 

The Roman de la Violette is contained, as far as known, in four 
M8S., which I have designated Pj, Pg, S, and A ; the first three are 
thus named from the cities in which they are preserved (Paris, 
Saint Petersburg), the last is so called from the library (Ashbum- 
ham) with which it was so long identified. 

1. — Pj. In Paris; Bibliothèque Nationale, fr. 1553 (formerly 
7595), folios cclxxxvi'l-cccxxiii'2. This copy of the Violette 
seems to have been made in the year 1284 (new style 1285), com- 
pare the following statement at the close of the poem : ^ 

Chi define li Roumans de Gérart de Nevers et de la Violete, 
qui fil escris Fan del incarnation Nostre Signour Jhésu-Crist mil 
• ce • et • iiii •" et quatre el moys de février. 

Paul Meyer ^ is of the opinion that the entire MS. was written 
between 1258 and 1296. 

The MS. is quite carefiilly written, is nearest the original,* and 
is in the Picard dialect. 

Detailed descriptions of the entire MS. have already been pub- 
lished ; reference to these is suiSScient here.* Compare : Michel,* 
Zotenberg und Meyer,® Michelant.^ 

Each of these descriptions includes a summary of the contents 
of the MS. For works containing briefer mention of this MS., see 
bibliography of Pi, in the general Bibliography at the close of this 
monograph. 

2. — Pg. In Paris; Bibliothèque Nationale, fr. 1374 (formerly

7498^ and Colbert 3031), folios 133^-172^2. Middle of the 
thirteenth century. AU authorities^ agree in placing this MS. in 
the thirteenth century ; it does not seem to have been written later 
than the middle of the century ; ^ nor does it belong to a much 
earlier date than this, for Michel^ shows by internal evidence 
(reference in the poem to the Countess Marie and to the Sire de 
Roye) that the poem was composed about 1225, compare also 
Gaston Paris,* who places the Violette between 1225 and 1230, 
and, if the MS. scheme, presented at the end of this monograph, be 
correct, two lost mss. intervene between Pg and the original, hence 
P2 probably does not antedate the middle of the century by many 
years. The MS. is in franden and is the work of a careless and 
ignorant scribe. 

As in the case of P^ it is unnecessary to repeat the detailed 
descriptions of the MS. already published. Such a description with 
summary of the contents is to be found in Michel * and Michelant.^ 
For briefer mention see bibliography of Pg. 

3. — S. In Saint Petersburg ; Imperial Library, MS. fr. F. r. xrv, 
no. 3, folios 1-45. Beginning of the fifteenth century, before 
1420. H. A. Todd ^ cites an inventory of the library of Philippe- 
le-Bon, due de Bourgogne, showing that this MS. was in the library 
of that prince in 1420. The MS. probably does not antedate the 
fifteenth century® and was in the library of Saint Germain des 
Près prior to the Revolution,^ the number, 18S1 bis, which may 
be seen on folio 1, was borne by the MS. in the catalogue of this 
library. Michel ^° states that this MS. was left to the library of 
Saint Germain des Près by Henri de Coislin, Bishop of Metz, and 
that it belonged to M. Séguier, who mentioned it in a note at the 
beginning of Pg." Michel ^^ thought that the MS. was destroyed at

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the burning of Saint Germain des Près in 1794, however, Delisle^ 
States that it was stolen from Saint Germain des Près by one, 
Dubrowsky, attaché of the Russian Embassy in Paris at the time 
of the Revolution, and taken to Saint Petersburg. Bertrand ^ has 
the following note in regard to this MS. : 

La collection justement célèbre dans le monde savant que Pierre 
Doubrowsky, attaché d'ambassade de Russie, était parvenu à re- 
cueillir pendant un long séjour à Tétranger et surtout à Paris à 
Pépoque de la Révolution (il sera reparlé plus loin des manuscrits 
de cette collection Doubrowsky) acquise par le gouvernement russe 
en 1805.3 

Since the acquisition by the Russian government the MS. has 
been in the library of the Hermitage in Saint Petersburg and more 
recently in the Imperial Library, where it is to be found at present. 

The MS. is in franden and forms a striking contrast to P2, being 
carefully and beautifully written. Several passages of the poem 
have been omitted by the MS.* For a more detailed description of 
the MS., styled by Todd an édition de luxe, compare this editor,* 
see also bibliography of S, in the general Bibliography at the close 
of this monograph. 

4. — A. In New York ; the private library of Mr. J. E. Kerr. 
The MS. probably belongs to the middle of the fifteenth century. 
This conclusion is reached by a comparison of the handwriting of 
the examples given by Delisle ^ and Prou.^ The handwriting is 
here very similar to that of the mss. shown by Delisle in plates 
XLvni and l no. 3 ; the former plate represents Bibliothèque 
Nationale, ms. fr. 9430, which is dated 1413 ; the latter represents 
Bibliothèque Nationale, MS, fr. 17088, which is dated 1474. The 
same style of handwriting is to be found in Prou, op. dt., plate 
xvm, representing Bibliothèque Nationale, MS. lat. 17835, which

is dated 1448. In both Delisle and Prou the handwriting of 
specimens before 1413 and after 1474 is quite different from the 
handwriting of A, hence I place the MS. about the middle of the 
fifteenth century. This MS. formerly belonged to the Lord Ash- 
bumham collection in England ; at a partial sale of this collection 
it was purchased by Bernard Quaritch, the celebrated London 
book-dealer and by him sold to the present owner in New York. 
The MS. is in francien, it is carelessly written and is the most 
incomplete of the four MSS. of the Violette} It contains only the 
Roman de la Violette and is similar in size and binding to the Saint 
Petersburg ms.^ There are 111 folios with recto and verso of one 
column each ; the columns contain usually 27 lines^ though columns 
of 23, 24, 25, 26, 28, and 29 lines occur.^ The MS. is in the run- 
ning liand of the fifteenth century and is without miniatures. The 
capitals at the beginning of each line have been carelessly colored, 
usually with yellow. With the exception of some light stains the 
MS. is well preserved and inay be read with ease. 



II. RELATIONSHIP.* 

An examination of the four mss. of the Roman de la Violette shows 
that they fall into two groups: PjA and PgS. In numerous

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instances ^ the members of the group PgS agree in the preservation 
of a version poorer than that offered by Pj A and in several cases ^ 
the version of PgS is evidently incorrect, therefore I have taken 
PgS out of a common source S.^ Again, not only do PjA in many 
instances ^ preserve an evidently better version than PgS, but also 
in not a single case do PjA offer a clearly incorrect version ; thus, 
we have negative evidence against a common source for PjA, for, 
however excellent such a copyist might have been, it is quite proba- 
ble that he would have made some mistake which would have 
been preserved by PjA. Yet we have a more conclusive argument 
than the one just given against a common source for P^A. In 
several instances ^ Pi offers a better version than that offered by 
PgSA, the latter mss. agreeing in the poorer version ; for this reason 
I have taken PgSA out of a common source /8. 

In the case of S we have a ms. which, though closely agreeing 
with P2, has many individual variants and omissions of essential 
passages.* Now, S was copied by an excellent scribe, who knew 
his French well and rarely made a careless mistake or one due to 
his inability to understand the original ; hence it is quite improba- 
ble that he would have omitted several essential passages * had he 
found them in his source. Add to this the fact that S, though 
very closely connected with Pg, differs from all the other three mss. 
in numerous instances * and, fiirther, the fact that S is probably 
one hundred and fifty years later than Pg,* and we have strong 
indication of a lost MS., or lost mss., intervening between S and the 
common source of PgS. I have, therefore, supposed e as a source 
for S, € representing one or more lost mss. between S and S. 

Just as in the case of S, so with A we have a late ms., with 
numerous individual variants.® Further, A is the work of a care- 
less scribe who seems in many cases ® to have copied the original 
without understanding it. Such a scribe would hardly have in- 
vented the numerous variants of A. Hence I have supposed 7 to

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represent a lost ms., or lost mss., from which A is probably derived, 
7 standing between A and /8. It will be seen later ^ that this 
supposition is supported by interpolated passages of A. 

In the case of P^ I have supposed a lost MS., a, to have existed 
between it and the original. This supposition is based upon an 
interpolated passage of Pi wholly at variance with the general 
character of the ms.^ In the case of Pg I have been unable to find 
sufficient evidence for such a lost MS. between Pg and S, the com- 
mon antecedent of PgS; and I have also been imable to find 
definite evidence for the existence of a lost MS. between all the four 
extant copies of the Violette and the original. Having thus given 
a general survey of the relation that probably exists among the 
MS8. of the Violette, I shall cite the most important examples that 
have led to the construction of this scheme — compare MS. relations 
as presented by me at the close of this monograph. It is unnecessary 
to cite all the examples that favor my scheme ; I shall, however, 
endeavor to cite all that might be of weight, according to my view, 
in the disproval of the theory outlined in the general statement 
made above. 

First, I shall consider the passages that difierentiate PgS from 
PiA. 

A. The Grouping P^A— PgS. 
1. Due to lacuna^e. 

The grouping, PjA — PgS, is established by the omission or 
addition of identical lines in twenty-two instances.* It will be 
noticed that in several cases Pg and S are connected by identical 
errors,* whereas in no case can we assert that P^ and A are so 
connected. Therefore, as I shall note at the conclusion of the 
examples under this heading, PgS have a common antecedent, or 
source, out of which P^ A can not come, but we have no ground for 
supposing PjA to be out of a common source. The manner in 
which PjA are connected will be discussed under the heading 
Pi— PgSA.'

17-18 : Mainz horn à petit de savoir 
A gaaignié maint grant avoir. 
Lacking in P^ A. A commonplace easily added by a later scribe ; 
its addition weakens the connection between lines 16 ^ and 19-20,* 
which are to be taken together. Thus we probably have an inter- 
polation by PgS. 

121-127 : La suer au conte de Saint-Pol, 

Qui tant ot biel vis et biel col, 

Envoisie fu et mignote, 

Commenche haut à clere note, 

Geste chanchon en karolant : 

Se j^ aine par amors, joie en ai grant. 
Malgré en aient mesdisant. 
Lacking in PjS. Here we have a list of ladies, each of whom sings 
a song ; one of these songs could easily have been omitted by a 
source common to PjS. On the other hand, a source common to 
PjA could have invented it. When the grouping Pj — ^PgSA shall 
be discussed a tendency on the part of Pj to shorten rather than 
lengthen passages will be noted,* hence it is slightly more probable 
that these lines were omitted by PgS than that they were invented 
by PiA. 

613 a-b : * Mes, s'ele puet, bien le saura. 
Jà si garder nen s^en saura. 
Lacking in Pj A. Unnecessary lines ; a probable interpolation by 
PgS. These lines may have been suggested by lines 612-3.*

Lacking in PjS. These lines are good, they form quite a suitable 
addition to the thought, yet, as in the previous example, they can 
not be r^arded as essential to the context. 

1234-7 : Et mout maudit que^ vit Peure 

Qu'ele onques de mère fust née. 

Mout a grant deleur démenée ; 

Et mout se maudit et devuere. 
Lacking in PjA. In 1234 S presents a line of the requisite length ; * 
in either case, however, the lines seem an interpolation, for the 
entire passage is merely an amplification of line 1233 * and lines 
1236-7 repeat the idea already presented in lines 1234-5. 

1261-2 : "Laissié m'ester,'' che dist li dus. 
Tant s'est dou parler desfendus 
Lacking in PjS. The connection is injured by the omission of 
these lines, hence PjS are in error. 

1280-1 : Li dus qui Euriaut enmainne. 
Erré ont toute la semainne. 
Lacking in P2S. PjS change 1279* to: Tant chevauchmt sanz 
seioTf thus making perfect sense. The lines, however, are good and 
can not be said to be an interpolation by P^ A. It is quite probable 
that the antecedent of PjS omitted these lines, then the careful scribe 
of 8, seeing tant in two successive lines, changed the second line to : 
Qu'Uz sont tous droit vernis à Mes (version of 1282 * ofiered by S). 

1600-6 : Que de rien feire nel savons ; 

Et pour chou plus grant duel avons 

^ S substitutes qu?eUe for que. ' Et Euriaus souspire et pleure. 

' A tant cevalchié sans demour. ^ Tant que il sont venu à Mes. 
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Quant uns preudom chà dedens vient, 

Plus dolant estre nous convient 

Que ne Tai de coi honnorer 

Quant il velt chaiens demourer. 
Lacking in PjS. These seem to be good lines^ though they are 
not essential to the context, they can not be regarded as injuring 
it, hence nothing positive is shown by this passage. 

2555-6 : I aura mainte joste feite 

Et mainte grosse lance fraite. 

Lacking in P^A. These lines contain the same idea that is ex- 
pressed in 2557,^ hence more probably an interpolation by PjS 
than an omission by PjA. 

5249-50 : Que bien cuida che fust pour li ; 
Molt durement li abieli. 
Lacking in PjS. These lines give reason for the joy expressed 
in 3248 ^ and thus improve the connection. 

3465-70 : lyescarlate et de frès ermine. 

Millour n'ot ne rois ne roïne. 

Desous ot chemise ridée 

Qui de fil d^or estoit brodée. 

Viestue Tavoit pour le caut, 

Querre volt aler Euriaut ; 
Lacking in PjS. These lines furnish a good description of the 
garment mentioned in 3464.^ The last line suggests padding, but 
the passage, offering an excellent description, scarcely seems of 
this nature. 

3475-93 : Si tost comme en la sale entrèrent, 
La fille le duc encontrôrent 
Qui de la chambre estoit issue. 
Quant voit Gérart toute tressue, 
Souventes fois couleur mua, 
Coie estut, ne se remua. 
Gérars li vit couleur muer ;

' Afablés d'un mantelet court. 
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Et quant ne se volt remuer, 
Atant vint, si le salua.

These lines are exactly the same as lines 3255-9. Here we have 
strong proof of error by P^S. 

4925-30 : Et Gérars seure li recourt ; 

Le gayant a tenu si court 

Anchois qu'il se soit redrechiés, 

Fu-il si fort adamagiés, 

K'il ot 'iii* plaies molt crueus 

Dont li sans li filoit es ieus. 
Lacking in PjS. These are good lines and in all probability were 
in the original, for they and 4945 ^ support one another. 

5535-8 : Puis met chascuns au branc le main. 

Ne vous aroie hui ne demain 

Contés les cols de la bataille. 

Chascuns tint Pespée qui taille. 
Lacking in PgS. They tell of the exchange of weapons, thus 
rendering the following lines more intelligible. 

* Les iex dou sane, qu'il n'en vit pas. 
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6623-4 : Cil chancel, et Gérars le boute 
De Fescu, dou braz et dou cote, 
Lacking in P^A. These lines are not essential to the context. 
The second seems mere padding and suggests an interpolation 
by P^. 

5746-7 : Et ses amis Fen a menée : 
Si vont faisant lor destinée. 
Lacking in PgS. Good lines, but nothing positive as to the group- 
ings is here shown. 

5801-2 : Vint li quens d^Alos et sa gent. 
Qui molt orent d'acesment ; 
Lacking in P^^. These lines are essential ; if they be omitted the 
following lines become unintelligible. They are supported also 
by 6731.^ 

6938 a-b : Qui mout reviennent cointement. 
Armé d'armes mout richement. 
Lacking in P^A. Nothing essential in these lines, they convey no 
new idea and may easily be an interpolation by P^^ (compare lines 
17-18, p. 13; 613 a-b, p. 13, etc.). 

6964 a-b : Por esgarder et por savoir 
Li quex porra le pais avoir. 
Lacking in P^A. Though the idea is here good, the lines are not 
essential; rather do they seem to injure the connection, for 6964 
seems to be intended to follow 6963 immediately.^ 

6969-70 : Véist-on par pluisours batailles. 
Entre 'i* rens as commençailles 
Lacking in P^S. These lines seem to be necessary to the context 
on account of 6971.* 

6329-30 : En lieu que jou puisse savoir, 
Pour pramesse ne pour avoir,

Lacking in P^A. A omits lines 3044-3198, hence nothing is here 
shown for the grouping, P^A — P^^.

S'amors à la mort me metra.^' 
Lacking in PjA, where only the following lines, quite similar to 
the first two, occur : 

Pj : Dont tel duel ai que me marvoi." 

" Avoi ! ma damoiselle, avoi ! ^' 
A : Dont tel duel ay que j'en moray/' 
" A ! ma damoiselle, avoy ! " 
Both versions are here possible. Repetition in PgS suggests pad- 
ding, but nothing positive in regard to the grouping is shown by 
this passage. 

[Note. — ^In quoting the above examples I have used the spell- 
ing of Pj and Pj when A and S follow these mss. and have used 
the spelling of the later mss. only when the latter present other 
variants than those arising from the orthography. I shall follow 
the same principle throughout this monograph, citing a passage 
occurring in P^SA by the spelling of P^ alone, etc.] 

From the twenty-two examples given above (pp. 13-18) we 
may draw three conclusions : 

a. The grouping, P^A — P^^, exists. 

6. Because of errors common to both, P^S must be out of the

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same source, which stands between these mss. (P^) and the oiîgmal 
M8. Ail the examples render this possible and, we may also add, 
probable, but lines 3475-93 (pp. 15-16), alone, render such a 
common source certain. Lines 4925-30 (p. 16), 5535-8 (p. 16), 
6801-2 (p. 17) afford strong additional proof that P^^ are out of 
the same lost source and none of the remaining examples offers proof 
of the contrary. 

c. Pj A have not been shown as out of a common source ; the 
connection between P^ and A must, therefore, be established by 
further investigation. Thus, it should not be overlooked that we 
have here a slight bit of n^ative evidence against a common source 
for PjA, in as much as no examples of errors common to both 
these MSS. occur.^ 

2. Ihie to variant readings. 

We have seen ^ that the grouping P^ A — F^ is shown by the 
omission and interpolation of certain lines in both P^ and 8. The 
grouping should, then, appear where we have no omission, but 
merely a different version. It is unnecessary to give here all the 
examples; I shall cite only the more important, adding that I 
have found no cases where P^A are connected by an obvious error, 
but several instances where P^S are so connected (compare follow- 
ing examples). In other words the results are the same as in 
division.^ *

Having shown that the grouping, P^A — P^S, exists, all cases 
of the grouping P^S — PgA should be due to chance. This group- 
ing, PjS — ^PjA, occurs in the following lines :

This list of eighteen examples of the grouping, P^S — PjA, is, 
I believe, complete, and, as the examples show, the grouping in 
each instance is probably due to chance. 

Before leaving the grouping, P^A — P^S, let us consider the 
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cases of the groupings P^SA — Pg and P^PgA — S. If tbe group- 
ing, PjA — PgS, is correct, ail cases of P^SA — P, and P^P^ — S 
should be attributable to individual variations by P, and S, 
otherwise we might have contamination ; that is, Pg and S, while 
having a common source, might at the same time follow a M8. 
that belongs to the group, P^A, 

First let us consider the grouping, P^SA — ^P,. 

The vast majority of cases of this grouping are due to unim- 
portant variants ; often Pg is grossly careless ; for example, in the 
omission of one line of a couplet.^ Such examples as these can 
prove nothing and will be omitted here. I shall give only those 
examples that do not seem to be careless mistakes on the part 
of P2.

This list of the most important examples in which P, differs 
from PjSA shows that we have insufficient ground for such a 
grouping (P^SA— P^). 

In this connection I have endeavored to find conclusive evidence 
for a lost MS. between P^ and the source common to PjS. The 
changes (from version of PjSA) introduced by P^ are numerous, 
yet they are not of so contradictory a nature as to show that they 
are due to two copyists. Pg seems to have followed its original as 
closely as possible ; its variants are due either to carelessness of 
the scribe or to his inability to understand the copy that lay before 
him. We should, then, expect very few additions by P, and in 
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fact we find only one; after lines 5267-8/ P^ introduces the 
following four lines that occur in no other MS : 

De deuz ans et demi et mains ; 

N^en eschapa -i* de ses mains. 

Ocirre en fist li fel maint cent : 

Or sont apellé Innocent. 
In view of the fact that P^ has few innovations compared with the 
other Mss., these four lines render a lost MS. possible, but not 
probable. They repeat the Biblical* story of the Holy Innocents 
and might easily have been introduced by the copyist. 

Let us now turn to the consideration of the grouping, PjPjA — 
S. Cases of this grouping are especially frequent, there being 
more than seventy instances in the first five hundred lines of the 
Violette. These changes on the part of S are usually due to the 
substitution of synonymous terms, of the syntactic for the paratatic 
construction, of a de- phrase for the simple genitive, of a more 
modem for an older word, etc. ; in short, such changes as would 
be expected from a scribe who was thoroughly acquainted with his 
language and who lived about a century and a half later than the 
writer of Pg. 

To cite a few typical instances of the grouping, PjPjA. — S, I 
give the following :

These examples of the grouping, F^F^A — S, illustrate the nature 
of the majority of the cases where this grouping occurs ; yet at 
times S offers greater variations than those just given. 

After line 548 ^ S adds four lines :

Sire, pour tant ie vous demende, 
The &ct that these lines do not advance any new idea and the 
repetition that occurs in them suggests an interpolation,

After line 6060 ^ S adds two lines :

Many other examples might be cited where S varies from 
PjPjA, but in none of them does S offer conclusive evidence that 
it is out of a source which is in no way connected with the com- 
mon source of PjS. There remains, however, the possibility that 
there is a lost MS. between S and the source common to P^S and 
this question I shall now consider. 

In addition to the examples given above * should be noted the 
following cases where S has omitted passages of more than two 
lines : 1584-1709, 2192-2251 (fourteen lines substituted by S for 
the omitted sixty), 4194-4201, 4226-9, 5481-5508, 6365-70,

rarely makes a careless mistake and his variants are usually fairly 
good. If we examine the lines omitted by S, we note that the 
omission of the passage 1584-1709 greatly injures the context; so 
with 2192-2251 and with 5481-5508. In the shorter omissions 
we may have a careless oversight on the part of S ; this may be 
true in all the examples, but it is contrary to the evident care 
shown in the lines not omitted. Thus, when we consider the 
numerous variants offered by S, and then take into account the 
essential passages omitted by this evidently carefiil scribe, we see 
that a lost MS. (or lost mss.) seems to have existed between S and 
the common source of P^S. Hence, if we designate the lost MS. 
(or MSS.), existing between S and the common source of P^S, by €, 
and this lost source by S, we have the following scheme for the 
relation that exists between F^ and S :

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In the preceding pages ^ of thîs monograph I have endeavored 
to show that, of the four extant Mss. of the VwJMe, we have two, 
PgS, which must be set apart from the remaining two, P^A, I 
first adduced positive proof to show that the grouping, P^A — ^P^S, 
exists,^ and can not be due to chance; I then considered the 
question of this grouping fix)m the n^ative side to show that we 
have little ground for supposing that the groupings, P^S — P^, 
PjSA — Pj, P1P2A — S,* are due to anything but chance, or indi- 
vidual variants. 

Is, now, the grouping, P^P^ — SA, possible ? This grouping is, 
as would be expected from the preceding discussion,* extremely 
rare. P^ and Pj often agree, while S and A offer individual vari- 
ants; that is, we often find the grouping P^P, — S— A, but the 
dates alone of S and A render this probable. Of the grouping, 
PjPg — SA, there is one important example. After line 180/ S 
and A both add two lines : 

S : Et s'amie eut nom Oriant, 
Noble mené belle et riant 
A : Et s'amie ot non Oriaux, 

Qui moult estoit belle et loyaulx. 
These lines can well be an interpolation and I shall offer an ex- 
planation for their presence in S and A under the discussion of the 
grouping, P^ — PgSA, which I shall now consider. 

B. The Grouping P^— P^SA. 

Under the heading, P^A — PjS,' I endeavored to show that, 
because of errors common to both Pg and S, these two mss. (PjS) 
must be taken out of a common source, but that there is insufficient 
reason for the supposition of such a source in the case of P^ A. I 
shall now endeavor to show what relation exists between the latter 
MSS. (PiA). 

The following pages will, I believe, show that PgSA are con- 
nected by identical errors; in other words, not only does the

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grouping, PjA — ^P^S, exîst, but also the grouping, P^ — ^P^A. 
Hence, in the general MS. scheme to be constructed, P, and S must 
be out of a common source, which can not be a source for either 
Pj or A, thus permitting P^ and A to keep the original reading in 
cases where Pg and S have identical errors ; and, secondly, PgS 
A must be out of a common source that is not a source for P^. 

I shall now present the examples of this grouping, P^ — ^PjSA, 
which examples may be divided into two classes : 1 — Due to lor 
cv/nae ; 2 — Ihie to variant readings. 

1. Due to kumnae. 

158a-b. PjSA lack two lines :

The scribe of P^ was probably confounded by 155-6 ;^ PjSA 
present the correct reading, therefore nothing is shown here for the 
grouping, Pj— PjjSA.

Qui aiment, s^il ne sont amé. 

Cil ont en gravele semé 

Où semance ne puet rependre ; 

Mais or vous puis pour voir aprandre. 
Lacking in P^. Nothing is positively shown here, but it should 
be noted that line 221 ^ fits lines 213-4,' whereas 222 is not neces- 
sary to complete the metaphor. Again, cU of line 228 * corresponds 
ix) cU of 214 * and 217 • and to the singular used throughout this 
first metaphor ; but it does not so well correspond to the plural of 
the second metaphor. Finally, metaphors and similes are not

Though these lines are unnecessary and merely 
repeat idea of previous lines, yet line 510 ^ seems better if they are 
used, hence nothing is shown for the grouping, P^ — ^PgSA.

A merveilles bien entaillée ; 
Lacking in P^. These lines were in the original, for they are 
required by line 828.' 

877-8. PjSA : Antigone, n'Iseus-la-blonde, 
Galienne, ne Claramonde 
Lacking in P^. P^ lacks four names in this enumeration of beau- 
tiful women; no conclusion can be drawn as to the grouping, 
P,— P^SA. 

1167-9. Pg : Et dit qui la penra à fame. 
S'il n'en cuidoit estre blasmé 
Et de sa gent mesaamez ; 
S : Et dist qu'il la prendroit à fenmie, 
S'il ne cuydoit estre blâmez 
Et des grans seigneurs difiuné(?) ; 
A : Et dist qu'il la prenroit à femme, 
S'il n'en cuidoit estre blasmés 
Et de cez homes mesamez ; 
Pj : Et dist que la prendra à femme. 
Pj lacks 1168-9. The connection of 1167 and 1170 * is better if 
1168-9 are not present; the sequence of tenses (imperfect after 
ftiture) in Pg is also bad. The future of the two older MSS., Pj 
and Pg would seem correct. Pj in copying the probable interpo-

Pj is evidently correct in the first line, for it is supported by S ; 
the following lines of PgS are omitted by P^ and A. This discus- 
sion of the state of mind, so popular with certain authors is not 
common in the Vïofette,^ hence these lines may be the interpolation 
of a later scribe. In the last two lines of the passage given above, 
A follows PJS, though it omits all previous lines ; hence A has to 
be placed on the side of PjS. Thus we seem to have an example 
of the grouping, P^ — PjS A, where PjS A are in error.

Good lines, they fit in between 4610-1 ^ and 4614-5.* Note,

MS. is not likely to offer interpolations.

Lacking in P^. The idea expressed, of the brothers and sister 
imder the tree, may be found in 4823-6,* and 4964-5;^ lines 
4886a-j are, then, not essential, they break into the narrative of 
the fight and may have been suggested by 4855.* On the other 
hand, if these lines were in the original, they may have been 
omitted by P^ because the scribe^s eye caught the lower line 4887,* 
which begins as 4886a. Thus nothing is positively shown by the 
Unes 4886a-j.

Lacking in Pj. Here we have, possibly, the best example of inter- 
polation so fer noted under the grouping, P^ — PgSA.

PjSA : Sire vassaus, vo musardie, 
Trop éustes la char hardie

These lines seem merely an amplification of mur- 
sars, line 5557/ and may well be an interpolation. They are of 
the same nature as 4886ar-j (see previous page).

Here we have an evident interpolation by Pj, and this is the only 
case where P^ seems to have interpolated a passage. Lines 158ar-b 
(see above, p. 35) are probably due to the fact that the scribe was 
confounded by lines 155-6 (see above p. 35, note 1) and they do 
not, therefore, constitute an intentional interpolation. I shall refer 
at the conclusion of the consideration of the grouping, P^ — PjSA, 
to this passage in discussing the probability of a lost MS. between 
Pj and the original MS. of the Violette, 

5714a-f. PgSA : Lors li conta de chief en chief 

Trestout Pennui et le meschief 

Qu^il avoit eu por li querre ;

Lacking in P^. These lines are not necessary, but form a natural 
explanation of the finding of the ring, hence no conclusion can be 
drawn from them.

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Lacking in Pj. In 6146-8 ^ we find the king had already seen 
and recognized Gérart ; hence the introduction of these lines, after 
Gérart salutes the king, is quite improbable and we have here, I 
believe, an obvious interpolation by the source of PgSA. 

6513-4. P^SA lack two : 

Comment jou esploitai et fis. 

Bien voi que je suis desconfis.^^ 
These lines may have been interpolated by Pj, but they give a 
reason for the surrender and hence would seem good. 

6572ar-b. F^A : Tant i boilli qu'arse i fu toute 
La vielle desleiaus estoute. 
Lacking in P^; these lines complete the idea expressed in the 
previous lines and were probably omitted by Pj ; of the groups P^ 
and PgSA, P^ tends to more specific statement, hence we have 
another reason for the supposition that these lines were omitted by

(Lacks 6339-44) 

De Pontif, qui a non Marie. 
Pj : N'en vuelt plus Êiire lonc aconte,

Here we have six lines by Pj praising the countess Marie ; the 
author wrote the poem in her praise. He has already mentioned 
her,* and it is quite evident that he intended this poem to be in 
her honor. Therefore it is more likely that the author wrote 
these lines than that they were added by a later scribe.

In these closing lines of the poem PgS A introduce a sort of sermon 
on loyalty ; that is, we have an amplification of loiautés line 6649.^ 
This word, or idea, occurs seven times in the version of PjSA, six 
times as a substantive, once as an adverb. Such a play on words 
is not a characteristic of the Violette, There is only one example 
in the entire poem where the original seems to have such a play on 
words.^ It should also be noted that there have been twelve lines 
omitted by PgSA, six after 6638 * and six after 6650.^ Now, it is 
quite probable that the author of a lost MS. (the source of PgSA) 
added his twelve lines to replace the twelve that he had omitted 
(the two lines of the song which closes version of PgSA may be 
regarded as one), we then have PgSA connected by a common error. 

This consideration of the omissions that give rise to the group- 
ing, Pj — PjSA, shows, I believe, that this grouping is not due to 
accident, but must appear in the general MS. scheme, which will be 
presented at the end of this investigation.

218. Pj : Con Testrumans ki est en mer, 
PgSA : mariniers for Vestrumans, 
The source of PgSA seems to have substituted the more common 
term mariniers for the rarer Vestrumans. 

708-9. Pj : Des gens qui resgarder les vint.

Pj : Des genz qui esgarder les vinrent. 
Hé ! Dex ! con très bien avinrent 
S : Des genz qui esgarder les vindrent. 

Hay ! Dieux ! comme très bien advindrent 
A : Des genz qui regarder lez vindrent. 
De Dieux, qui très bien leur avindrent 
Pj here appears to have preserved the original reading. MS. evi- 
dence points to the impersonal form with lor (line 709) as the 
original version ; the plural forms of PgSA were probably intro- 
duced by a lost common source.

PgSA : desraignié for garnie,

Rouvast conveys an idea slightly more applicable to the context 
than that contained in mostrat ; possibly the author of the source 
of PgSA was confiised by the preceding rime word, m^outrast ; 
about seventy-six per cent, of the rimes of the Violette are rich, 
hence no conclusion can be drawn here as to the grouping. 

2175. Pj : Toute biautés doit estre acline 
PgSA : Toute Biaune doit estre acline 
PgSA probably are in accord with the original. 

2421-2. Pj : Biel le tenoit en sa main destre, 
Et s'aportoit en la seniestre 
PgS : Bel le tint en la main senestre. 
Et si portoit enz en la destre 
A : Bel le tint en sa main senestre 
Et si apportoit en la destre 
Both versions are here possible. 

2443-4. Pj : Anchois ira en Engleterre 
Et si querra par toute terre. 
PgSA : Aincois querant par toute terre 
Par lUande, par Engleterre. 
PjjSA here present a much poorer version than that of P^. 

2488. P^ : Plus blans que n'est nois ne grésil, 
PgS : Mout délié et moût soutil, 
S : Moult deslié et moult gentilz, 
PgSA seem to have avoided the rarer and more definite expression 
of P,. 

2506-8. Pj : Tant erra kMl vint en Ardene, 
lyilluec est venus à Couloigne. 
Onques nel laissa pour essoigne.

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Pg : A bien petit que ne forsanne. 

Ardaine passe, moût s^esloigne,

Pj here possibly presents a slightly poorer version than PjSA 
because of the repetition of the forms of venir (vint, 2506 ; est 
venvs, 2509 and 2510); however, the Picard form 7id of 2508 
(reduction tov nele <inela^ was probably in the original, and the 
line was later altered by a copyist who was unaccustomed to this 
form. If PgSA have preserved the original version of lines 2507—8, 
then Pj and A are united by an error in line 2506; we have, 
however, as strong evidence for the reading of Pj as we have 
against it, hence this passage can not be regarded as proving a 
common source for P^A. It should be noted that this is the only 
passage, so far found in the Violette^ in which any evidence for such 
a common source for P^A may be claimed, and even here the 
evidence against such a source seems fully as strong as that for it.

SA : same as P^, except they have remet and ifemJbremd 
in rime. 
As in lines 2715-6 (see previous example), P^SA seem to have 
avoided a rarer expression {se rembat) by substituing for it a more 
common one (ae remet) conveying the same idea. 

2917. Pj : Gérart qui tant avoit sousfert 
PjSA : Gérart quar il tant a soffert 
Pj is probably in error ; the tense of Pj (avoit) is less adapted to 
the context than that of P^SA (a).

Pj offers the better version.

while this is quite possible, it seems less logical than the version 
of Pj. In other words, it is quite probable that the song was 
introduced by a lost source of PgSA.

The examples given above are sufficient to show that, in all proba- 
bility, PgS A are out of a lost common source.

(p. 43, scribe probably saw previous line), 2488 (p. 43), 2506-8

In the following, PjSA present an idea borrowed from another

6549 (p. 51). The longer passage 5107-18 (p. 48) might also 
be included in this division. 

In lines 708-9 (p. 42), PjSA agree in a poorer constniction 
than that offered by Pj. 

Thus in addition to the grouping, P^A — P^S, the general MB. 
scheme should show the grouping, Pj — PjSA; in other words, a 
lost MS., /8, must have existed between PgSA and the original of 
the Violette, 

While discussing (p. 34) the possibility of the groupiog, 
PjP^ — SA, I cited an example, 180a-b (p. 34), where two lines 
occur in SA alone. As was noted in that connection (p. 34), 
these lines appear to be an interpolation. They were probably 
introduced by /3 and omitted by Pg. 

There now remains the question : Was there a lost MS. between 
Pi and the original, or between A and ^8? 

Pi is carefiiUy written, and, though at times omissions may be 
noted,^ the scribe was extremely averse to interpolations, indeed 
only one example in the entire MS. can be considered an evident 
invention on the part of Pi, the passage in question embraces the 
six lines substituted by Pi for the two of PjSA.* It seems 
improbable that a scribe, who throughout the entire poem shows 
that he is extremely opposed to interpolations, should invent such 
a passage as that here referred to. For this reason I have 
supposed a lost MS., a, to have existed between Pi and the origi- 
nal. It is with the greatest hesitation that I base a lost BiS. on 
the evidence of a single passage ; it has, however, seemed more

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probable that such an absurd passage should be invented by a 
scribe who had a tendency to invent lines of his own than that it 
should be used by a scribe as averse to interpolations as is P^. 
The &ct that the author of P^ was a careM scribe^ with a 
tendency to omit interpolations, would account for the lack of 
fturther interpolations in P^. It should also be noted that in the 
case of P2 two lost mss. seem to intervene in an interval of 
twenty-five years, hence it is quite probable that in almost sixty 
years one should be found. I am perfectly aware that there is 
little ground for the supposition of the existence of a, yet the 
passage in question is wholly foreign to the character of Pj, hence 
I have decided to place the lost MS in the scheme. 

In the case of A, we have a MS. two centuries later than the 
lost source of PjSA, with variants due either to its own scribe or 
to a lost MS., or lost mss., between A and the lost source of P2SA. 
Now, A is a carelessly written ms., one line of a couplet is often 
omitted ; or again, a word, or a syllable, is left out, thus render- 
ing the line too short. To illustrate : 

A omits lines 30,^ 2509,^ etc. 

A gives less than the required number of syllables in lines 4571 : 
Qérart et sili aise, and 4577 : MovU cheval que ay chier ; numerous 
other instances might be cited. 

A gives more than the required number of syllables in line 
4528 : Et la dame ens el chemin laisdereTit, and in line 5524 : Id 
quèa de nous 'iv le plus porra; as in the case of the short lines, so 
here the examples might be considerably increased. 

Again, A often omits an essential couplet, for example, lines 
6633-4 : 

Et quant plus ensamble veskirent 
Et tant plus bonne amour maintinrent ; 
which render 6635 * more intelligible. 

These examples, taken from various parts of the poem, make 
apparent the careless nature of A. In addition to the omissions 
and additions given above, should be noted the following omissions 
of longer passages : 1 160-1232 (these lines are given later between 
lines 1318 and 1319, that is between two riming lines of a song,

In these additional lines of A we have proof of a lost MS. which 
A copied ; for it is exceedingly improbable that a MS. which is full 
of careless omissions (p. 53) ) which often n^lects the rules of 
versification (p. 53) ; which takes seventy-three lines bodily out of 
the narrative and places them in the middle of a song (p. 54), even 
between two riming lines, this, too, with no indication that they 
are out of place— it is extremely improbable that such a ms. would 
invent lines of its own. Lines 5747 et sq. (p. 54) are of especial 
importance ; there A adds three lines then alters the word Monfori 
to Mbntargis in order to rime with mis, yet leaves the line originally 
riming with Monfort with no riming line. That A alone should

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have caused this alteration is quite improbable ; it seems rather

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As I have already noted in my Preface/ it was my intention to 
submit as the second part of my Dissertation a study of the original 
dialect of the Roman de la Violette. However, just as my Disser- 
tation was going to press, I received from the University of 
Leipzig a copy of the Dissertation by Karl Seelheim, entitled : 
Die Mundart des oMfranzosischen Veilchenromans.^ In this treatise 
the author has made an extensive study of the original dialect of 
the Violette. The majority of examples cited by both Dr. Seelheim 
and myself are identical, thus a mere republication of the material 
becomes unnecessary ; yet owing to the fact that this writer has 
controlled only two (PiPg)^ ^^ *^® ^^^^ extant MSS. of the Violette — 
all of which I have been able to control — and further because the 
results obtained are somewhat different from those already reached 
by me, it has seemed to me not unwise to offer the following brief 
criticism of Dr. Seelheim's work. 

Collation of ms. P^ with Michel's edition 
OF THE Violette. 

I have collated P^ with Michel's edition of the Violette and have 
re-examined my photographs of P^ with special reference to the 
variants here presented ; I thus am able to correct and add to Dr. 
Seelheim's variants in the following instances :

Morphology. 

In the discussion of declension. Dr. Seelheim omits all con- 
sideration of the agreement, or non-agreement, of the predicate, 
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adjectival or participial. This is, of course, a syntactical discussion, 
but is intimately connected with this portion of the subject and, 
because of the fact that a great number of these predicates occur in 
rime, would shed considerable light upon the usage of the author. 
I note the same failure to consider the question of participial 
agreement when participles are used with avoir or with ffétre. To 
cite a few examples :

Preserves flexional s. — 39 gens (: gens, ace. pL), there are more 
than thirty instances where such a flexional s is substantiated by 
rime.

omission does not occur.

A. Preserves flexional s — 570 seuvés {lilluès, 
adv). B. Has lost flexional s — 1947 esperdu (iperdu, after avoir 
with masc. sing. obj.). The percentage of examples in rime show- 
ing loss of s is about one-seventh that of those showing preservation. 

Agreement of participle after avoir with object. (I). Agreement 
in case. A. avoir + partie. + ace. pi. obj. — 1756 aportées 
(: serrées, after être). B. ace. pi. obj. + avoir + partie. — 298 
plegiês (: congiês, nom. sing. masc). C. avoir + masc. pi. obj.

Very noticeable is the failure to note the pronominal form on, as 
against the Champagne form an.^ 

The Dialect of the Poet. 

Dr. Seelheim concludes that the poet did not write in the dialect 
of Montreuil ; the language of the poem, the writer states, is that 
of the triangular territory bounded by the towns of Laon, Mont- 
comet, and Hirson, in the department of Aisne. This conclusion 
is reached, first, by a consideration of seventeen peculiarities which,

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according to the writer, shut out the district about Montreuil; 
secondly, by a consideration of four peculiarities which, to quote 
once more, prove that the language of the poem belongs to the 
small territory mentioned above. I shall consider the seventeen 
peculiarities cited and endeavor to show that, though we here have 
proof that the dialect of the poem is not the pure dialect of Mon- 
treuil, we can not say that Picardy is excluded ; rather have we 
strong evidence that the author of our poem was a Picard, when 
we consider several important Picard characteristics overlooked by 
Dr. Seelheim. I shall then consider the limited mmiber of charac- 
teristics (four) by means of which the writer places the poem in 
Aisne, and shall attempt to show that these give only a partial 
view of the language of the poem and hence are inadequate. In 
other words, I agree with Dr. Seelheim in concluding that the 
dialect of the Violette is not the pure dialect of Montreuil, but it 
does not seem to me that the poem can be limited to the small 
territory bounded by Laon, Montcomet, and Hirson in the depart- 
ment of Aisne, rather does it appear that the original dialect was 
Picard, with some slight southern coloring. A further limitation 
than this I have been unable to make. 

The seventeen peculiarities cited to show that the language of 
the poem is not that of Montreuil will first be considered, my object 
being to prove that though these point against the pure dialect of 
Montreuil they do not preclude Picardy. 

1 — a -\- ep. i i& not a diphthong. Some Picard monuments 
show a late preservation of ai as a diphthong, but ai : e frequently 
occurs in texts with marked Picard characteristics. Foerster * gives 
numerous examples of this rime. The Chevaliers, here cited, was 
probably composed near the boundary of Picardy and the Ile-^e- 
France, and in a poem, such as the Violette, which presents a 
number of striking Picard characteristics,^ the rime ai : e would 
not preclude Picardy as the district of composition, at most it 
would only show a possible knowledge of thefranden form on the 
part of the poet. 

2 — ^The writer states that in the Violette the suffix -ohHem >

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-able, while in Picard "obilem > avle. There are only two different 
rimes in the Violette in which -able occurs {-able : -able and -able : 
diable) ; add to this the fact that -able, according to Dr. Seelheim's 
own statement, is at times found in Picard texts and we see that 
little importance can be attached to this rime. 

3 — Femina ^/ame. Metzke (cited under this heading by the 
writer) states ^ that fame (not /erne) occurs in the same territory 
that shows an : en. Now, the Violette differentiates an and en, 
hence Metzke's statement does not hold for the Violette. We must 
regard the form fam^ as an exception to the rule that, in general, 
holds for the Violette ; that is, an exception to the differentiation 
of an and en. Such exceptions occur in Picard texts.* 

4 — Little may be inferred from the forms in oi existing by the 
side of forms in ui. Raynaud ^ (article cited by Dr. Seelheim) 
states that the treatment of both these sounds is identical in Picardy 
and the Ile-de-France. 

5 — The writer says that ilios > eits for the Violette, but on p. 
54 he has already cited the rimes (i)au8 : aus < allium (compare 
also p. 56, 11. 10 ff.) ; also the rime cendaus : {i)au8 would allow 
either (i)au8 or eus, hence the Picard {i)au8 does exist by the 
side of eus. 

6 — The author should state that the poet of the Violette used 
both the 0- (or the ou- sound) and the ea- sound for the termina- 
tion -osus ] compare pp. 55-6, where he favors the -eias for the 
Violette. 

7 — ^The pure Picard form is vius, not vis (< vivus), yet rime 
6294 liu : baiUiu would suggest the form baiUius for the nominative, 
hence both forms, -is and -ius, may have been known to the poet.* 

8 — For the author of the Violette, c -\- a^ che, yet c + ^ > <^ 
also, for the two rime, hence instead of an exclusively franden 
form, as Dr. Seelheim implies, we have a mixture of Picard and

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francien characteristics. This rime is noted by Fœrster for the 
Chevaliers as deus JSspées, p. liii; compare also Gaston Paris, 
^^ Etude Sfwr le dialecte picard dans le Ponthieu . . . par Gaston 
Raynavd" in Comptes-Rendus, Rom. vi, p. 617, where he says 
this rime occurs in Picard texts. 

9 — ^For the existence of the glide-sounds, d and 6, in the 
T^îofefte, we have only two rimes (for rf, 2976 descendre : cendre •^ 
for 6, 2287 menbre < memhrum : ramenbre < memoraty occurs also 
in 3227). Since only two rimes with the glide-sound occur, it 
may be that the poet knew the form without the glide-sound as 
well; at all events, these rimes are of little importance for the 
presence of the glide-sound has been noted by Suchier in Aucassin 
d Nicolette, pp. 62-3, § 5. 

10 — ^Little may be deduced from the use of the hiatus vowel, 
since reduced and non-reduced forms occur in the Violette. 

11 — According to Dr. Seelheim's statement both ise and icA^, or 
ice, occur in Picard texts. 

12 — ^The author states that ffiê is not a Picard form, and cites 
Budenick as authority. Rudenick, however, has controlled only 
a limited number of Picard texts, hence an absolute statement in 
regard to the occurrence of gié in Picard, with Eudenick alone as 
authority, is extremely doubtful. It should be noted that ffié 
occurs in Richars li Biaus, 957 (: confié). The text may be from 
the eastern border of Pieardy (compare Foerster^s edition, p. xxi). 
Gié also occurs in Guillaume de Dole, 1527 {xm^ngié), 1771 
(: congié), 3373 (: congiê) ; Servois, in his edition of this poem 
(p. xli) is uncertain in regard to the dialect, but thinks it may 
belong to the North. I also find the form gié in rime in Id 
Romans de Carité, 206, 10 (ijugié) ; this poem was probably com- 
posed at Amiens, according to Van Hamel.^ 

13 — ^The forms of the progressive pronoun of the third person 
in the Violette are sien (twice), stten (once), sons (once) ; the form 
sons (3970) rimes with bons (substantive), hence is of little weight, 
for siens : biens may have been the original form of the rime ; it 
should be noted also that this rime occurs only in P^ and Pj, S

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leads : Çu6 eUe féid ses vovlerdez M il lui feroU grans bontez ; A 
omits both lines. Thus, the proportion of sien to suen is that 
which should be expected for Picard texts. 

14 — The fact that mi occurs by the side of mm (latter only twice 
in rime), and that cair exists by the side of seoir and vecdr, shows 
at most that the poet knew both Picard and franden forms ; it cer- 
tainly does not prove that he could not have been from Picardy. 

15 — In as much as the perfect forms in -ot occur in Picard texts, 
it can not be said that the absence of forms in -aut, or -eut, would 
show that the author was not a Picard, yet note the rime 970 f., 
cited by Dr. Seelheim on p. 132, seat < sajmit : àonsevt < consiUet 
(in 1854 £ the rime saut < salvit : coTisaut < conMiet occurs), 
where the writer thinks that this rime shows a form in '<mt for the 
Violette. 

16 — 'No deduction may be drawn in regard to the form fireni; 
for, as the writer himself here quotes, firent and fisent both occur 
in Picard texts. 

17 — ^The writer should have cited the proportion of laisserai to 
lairai (2 to 5), see p. 138. This is a proportion that might be ex- 
pected for Picardy, hence nothing is shown by this form (laisserai). 

These are the seventeen peculiarities cited by Dr. Seelheim to 
show that the language of the poem is not that of Montreuil. He 
seems correct in so far as he states that the dialect of the poem is 
not the pure dialect of Montreuil. It would not seem, however, 
that it can be stated that the poem is not Picard ; rather is the 
contrary shown when all the characteristics are considered. I base 
this conclusion upon two facts : 

1) The seventeen characteristics above noted show rather a 
mixture of Picard and franden forms than an exclusion of Picard 
characteristics ; for example, eus and {i)ay^ < iUos, mi and moi, 
cair and seoir, veair, sien and suen, eus and ous, ca > die and 
ee > ehe, etc. 

2) There are in the Violette a number of marked Picard charac- 
teristics. It is rather surprising that in his endeavor to establish 
the original dialect of the poem Dr. Seelheim seems to have over- 
looked so striking Picard forms as the following : The pronominal 
forms nos, no, vos, vo (see p. 114, with corrections that I have 
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already noted ^); the form fu <Cfocum, established beyond any 
doubt by twelve rimes (see p. 77). To these two strong Picard 
characteristics may, perhaps, be added the forms IHu and lui, in ad 
much as these forms occur in the same territory that shows ^ < 
foGwm ; the rimes allow no conclusion as to these forms (whether 
Diu and liu, or Dieu and lieu). In addition to these Picard traits, 
should be noted the Picard rime t -\- 8 : 8. This is established by 
so great a number of rimes that no doubt can remain as to its 
authenticity (see p. 70). Further, the writer has taken no account 
of the forms : 2846 cans < colapus (: cans < coMdus) ; 2516 
consaus < consUius (: sex < solus) ; 6606 saus < solus (: savs < 
scUvus). The last rime establishes a form saus < solus, hence in 
2616 consaus is probably the poet's form. The failure to consider 
these forms is the more surprising since they have been noted in 
the summary, p. 147, also on p. 54. The regular franden forms 
are here : cous, consens, seus. The forms cavs, etc., must be 
regarded as Picard rather than Champagne ; for, if the poem were 
composed by an author who lived in Champagne, we should expect 
the strong Champagne characteristic (m(< homo) > an, but the 
form already noted for the Violette (which Dr. Seelheim has over- 
looked) is on, never an;^ so, too, an differentiated from en, and 
the Picard forms already noted, would decide against Champagne. 
The presence of such forms as : nos, no, vos, vo, mi, ju <ifo€fwm, 
the reduction in the early thirteenth century of ^ -|- « to «, on 
differentiated from en (except in Jams), point strongly to the 
North. The supposition that the poet was a native of the North 
(that is of Picardy) is fiirther supported by the forms, {i)aus < 
Hlos, sien, che < c + 6, which exist by the side of the forms, eus, 
suen, che <ic -{- a. The fact that in the latter examples we have 
franden forms existing by the side of Picard, suggests a knowledge 
0Î franden forms on the part of the poet. This supposition is 
further supported by the fact that in certain cases we have such 
forms as ai monophthongized, etc., but certainly the knowledge 
of these southern forms can not preclude Picardy as the home of 
the poet, when we place by the side of them the striking Picard

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characteristics already noted. A knowledge of francien is not 
surprising in a poet who knew something of Provençal, but it 
would be very surprising if a francien poet had written with so 
marked Picard characteristics in honor of a Picard countess and 
called himself Gerbert de Montreuil. 

Lastly, a few words may be said in regard to the four peculi- 
arities which Dr. Seelheim chooses to establish the geographical 
limits of composition of the Violette. Leaving out of all considera- 
tion the forms I have already noted (no, vo, mi, fu, etc.), he selects 
as the four characteristics most important in an investigation of 
the place of composition, the following : 1) an differentiated from 
en; 2) c + « > cAc ; 3) e + i > t ; 4) fame. Since the first and 
the fourth of these characteristics are contradictory, they can not 
be regarded as two separate characteristics by which the place of 
composition of the poem may be fixed, rather is the fourth an 
exception to the first, as I have already noted.^ The second 
characteristic, c -}- a^ che, should be considered only in connection 
with the phenomenon, c + e > che ; these two developments, just 
as the first and fourth, would show a commingling of northern and 
southern forms. The third characteristic is well taken, since the 
East is thereby eliminated. So limited a selection of characteristics 
is, to say the least, surprising and the conclusions drawn from them 
do not invalidate my supposition that the Violette is a Picard poem 
with some slight southern coloring. 

The Date of Composition. 

The writer follows Michel in placing the poem after 1225 (see 
MicheFs note to the reference relating to the Sire de Roye, Violette, 
p. 286) ; this is in all probability correct. Dr. Seelheim chooses, 
however, 1240 as the latest possible date of the composition, and 
he bases this supposition only on the presence of e in the termina- 
tion of the 1st pers. sing. près. ind. I. An exact date of compo- 
sition based upon only one characteristic (the fact that forms with 
e are to those without e as 9 to 53) is, at least, doubtftd ; in the 
present case it becomes exceedingly doubtful, since this analogous

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e is occaBiomdly found în texts of an earlier date. Gaston Paris ^ 
chooses 1230 as the latest probable date of composition, basing 
his statement upon the feet that the poet refers to the court of the 
dame, and no where makes any reference to the husband, who 
returned to France in 1230. The countess was a widow from 
1239 to 1243, but Gaston Paris favors the earlier date (1230) as 
the latest probable one for the composition of the poem. 

The closing pages of the Dissertation are devoted to a considera- 
tion of the scribe of P^. It seems unnecessary to suppose that P^ 
is the work of three scribes in order to explain the mixture of 
Picard emdfrancien forms, the presence of one MS. between P^ and 
the original would explain this mixture. The second hypothesis 
offered by the writer ; namely, that the poet himself, as well as his 
scribe, was a traveled man, seems improbable. I have already 
noted in the MS. scheme ^ that a lost MS. probably existed between 
Pj and the original, the mixture of forms in the original, added to 
the possibility that this lost MS. was in /rancien, would account for 
the presence of franeien forms in the Picard MS., P^. As a slight 
support for this supposition, that the lost intervening MS. was in 
franden, should be noted the rime 3167 f., where the Picard ms., 
Pp offers a poorer version and a/rancien rime, while PgS (A omits), 
the /rawcien Mss., present a better version and a Picard rime (P^ — 
pars I para, both < partes ; P^S — dra^ ipars)? 

Any definite conclusion in regard to the relation existing between 
Pj and the original ms. is, of course, impossible, when the other 
MSS. (PjSA) have been left out of all consideration. It is rather 
surprising that Dr. Seelheim has not commented on the dialect of 
Pj and its relation to the original, since this is one of the two mss. 
that he has seen.
